S- R. O- 2322 —In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 6 of the Sugar and Gur Con¬ 
trol Order, 1950, and in partial modification of the Notifications of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Food and Agriculture No. S. R. O.’s 1028, and 1368 dated the 29th March, and 26th 
April, 1954, respectively, the Central Government is pleased to fix with effect from the date of 
this notification the ex-factory price specified in Column 2 of the Schedule annexed hereto for 
Indian Sugar Standard E-27 grade of such crystal sugar produced in 1953-34 crushing season by the 
vacuum pan sugar factories specified in the corresponding entry In Column 1 of the said 
Schedule, as the Central Government may by order direct any producer to supply to a State 
Government, any other authority or party: 

Provided that clauses (i) to (iv) of the proviso to the Notification of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Food and Agriculture, No. S.R.O. 1398, dated the 18th October, 1931, regard¬ 
ing price differentials for other grades of crystal sugar and for various grades of refined 
and crushed sugar shall apply to this Notification: 

Provided further that the explanations I and II given in the said Notification shall also apply 
to this Notification.
